Before going further with 
this subject I wish to call atten- 
tion’ to some of Pauls compari- 
song by the use of soldiers and 
fighting. To Timothy Paul 
wrote, “Thou therefore endure 
hardness as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ. No man that war- 
reth entangleth himself with 
the affairs of this life; that he 
may please him who hath chos- 
en him to be a soldier.” (2 Tim. 
2:3, 4) “This charge I commit 
unto thee, son Timothy, accord- 
ing to the prophecies which 
went before on thee, that thou 
by ithem mightest war a good 
warfare.” (1 Tim. 1:18) “So 
fight I, not as one that beateth 
the air.” (1 Cor. 9:26) “Fight 
the good fight of faith.”(1 Tim. 
6:12) “For when we were come 
into Macedonia, our flesh had 
no rest, but we were troubled 
on every side; without were 
fightings, within were fears.” 
(2 Cor. 7:5) 


I have referred to these 
Scriptures to show that Pau 
was talking about a_ spiritual 
fight and a_ spiritval warfare, 
and soldiers to fight in the 
Lord’s army to carry the gos- 
pel and win victories over sin 
and Satan. Since Paul used 
these words and expressions ] 
conclude it is perfectly legiti- 
mate for me to use the same 
terms to teach and _ explain. 
And we do no violence when we 
use the terms of carnal war- 
feye in talking about spiritual 
warfare. 

Paut goes further with his 
he gives the equipments of a 
Christian soldier described in 


salvation, and the sword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of 
God.” 

Now there you are. A soldier 
equipped for the war. Paul de- 
scribes you as you stand ready 
to make qa charge. But this 
equipment is not for one soldier 
only, it is for every soldier, it is 
for all, so they can fight the 
last great  batt’e together. 
Please notice that these suldiers 
have truth and not error. And 
if all have truth and no~ error 
then it is not a difficult matter 
for all to fight together. The 
true loya? soldiers do not have 
error. Their loins are girt about 
with truth. And there is a call 
for volunteers to come from 
every quarter for loyal service 
for the Master. 

There are two great generals 
mustering their forces for the, 
last great struggle. Jesus on 
the one side at the head of His 
Church—The Church of God, 
Satan on the other side to op-' 
pose and hinder. We are inter-| 
ested in the Lerd’s army. We 
want soldiers that are brave, 
and who will-not waver or Tre- 
treat, We want syiritual giants. 
We want those who will not 
mix error with truth, and who 
will stand steady while others. 
fall at their side. 

Every Bible scholar knows. 
that Jesus prayet for unity. All 
true saints want that prayer to| 
be answered. The Lor‘’s_ loyal, 
subjects do not want civisions:. 
only as the precious is separat-| 
ed from the vile. Divisions of| 
this kind should certainly not; 
cause much grief, on'y aS we, 
grieve over those who are in| 
error. 

In writing of the last days, 
John shows that certain kinds) 
of divisions would come, and | 
that it would be good for the, 
saints for them to come. “They' 
went out from among us,” says 
John, “but they were not of us: 
for if they had been of us, they 
would no doubt have continued 
with us: but they went out, that 
they might be made manifest 
that they were not all of us.” 
(1 John 2:19) If people are not 
of us, we surely do not want 
them to remain with us. If 
they are not of us and still re- 
main they will continually give 
us trouble. A certain man was 
excluded from the church. He 
had been a minister and appar- 
ently did some good. But he 
stepped over the bounds and 
married another woman while 
his wife was living. In course of 
time his two wives died and he 
was left a widower, He seemed 
to straighten himself up and 
lived good and wanted to be 
taken back into the church. His

Loyal, ‘“‘stall fed” mem- 
bers, of the Church of Ged will 
hardly notice such worthless 
reading as they are sending 
out. In this great baitle in 
which we are engaged such 
little side issues are hardly no- 
ticed. The great battle is to be 
fought between two great fore- 
es—the right and the wrong. 
This is no time for the Lord’s 
soldiers to weaken or become 
discouraged, The enemy may 
appear strong and make heavy 
threats and gnash his teeth and 
try to frighten, “but the people 
that do know their God shall be 
strong and do exploits.”

SNAKE BITTEN 


CHILD REPORT 





Such Reports are Thrusts at the Church of 
God. 





WE REPUDIATE THEM WITH NO UNCERTAIN SOUND 





-For several weeks .the story 
has been going the rounds that 
a man and his child were bitten 
by a serpent and the child died 
from the effect of the poison. 
It was reported in flam!ng heaa 
lines in the papers that this 
was the result of our people 
taking up serpents and handling 
them in our meetings, and 
that this man became so bold 
about it, and concluded he hada 
sufficient faith to let the reptile 
bite his own child believing it 
would not hurt it. 


Letters came piling into this 
office from far and near, bring- 
ing us clippings from different 
papers over the United States. 
The writers were free to express 
themselves about such things 
and most of them seemed to 
believe the story. Some who 
are opposed to the signs follow- 
ing believers, and especially the 
one referring to serpents, wrote 
that the taking up of serpents 
brings more reproach on _ the 
Church than glory. 

We took the time to reply to 
some of these letters and invar- 
iably expressed our.doubts as ta 
the truthfulness of the story. I 
read the report of it in a paper 
myself. and told-.some. one: that 
I did not believe it was true. 
This was when the story first 
came out and before I received 
any letters in regard to it. At 
first I thought I would pass it 
by as I do other false reports, 
but after receiving so many let- 
ters about it, and learning that 
it was being copied by many ot 
the news papers over the coun- 
try and many of our own peo- 
ple were believing the story. I 
decided to make some: investi- 
gations to see if the report was 
actually true or false. The in- 
vestigation proves that the re- 


port was false just as I ex- 
pected. 
I have two letters from par- 


ties that were acquainted with 
the affair, and a statement from 
a physician that made an inves- 
tigation concerning the child as 


‘given in a clipping from a pa- 


per published near the place 
where the incident was reported 
to have occurred. The _ story 


started from the vicinity of Fort 


Payne, Ala. Below we give the 
statement contained in the Ft. 
Payne Journal after investiga- 
vestigation was made.

Monday. The father further 
stated that while he might have 
faith enough to allow himself 
to be bitten by a snake, he did 
faith strong 
enough to save his child under 
the same circumstances and he 
would not have thought of hav- 
Examina- 
tion of the body of the chila 
did not disclose evidences of 


Besides this statement I have 
letters that give some more in- 
formation from which I will 
After 
giving the man’s name that was 
bitten by the snake and stating 
that he was not the father of 
the child that died he _ says, 
“This man is a Church of God 
fighter. He brought a serpent 


to our meeting and tried to 
prove by playing with it that 
the Church is wrong.” 

I also quote from another 
brother about the same~-matter. 
He says, “There was a man 
got snake-bit and it hurt him 
pretty bad so I have been told. 
He is a Church fighter and is 
no relation to the child that 
died. They live about ten miles 
from me and oppose the Church 
so I don’t see them much. This 
fellow that got bit brought a 
rattle-snake to the Church of 
God meeting g short time since 
to try the Church people, but 
they did not take it. We want 
the Lord to lead and not man.” 


I think this information and 
explanation ought to convince 
our people that it will not do 
to believe all such stories that 
are aired in the public news pa- 
pers, We do not accuse the ed- 
itors and publishers of the pa- 
pers of intentionally circulating 
slanderous reports, but the guilt 
is usually upon some body back 
in the shade. The publishers 
doubtless receive the reports in 
good faith supposing them to 
be true. But such reports are 
usually thrusts at the Church 
of God gottén up by sonte body ~ 
that is against us, and we are 
going to repudiate them with 
no uncertain sound. It will be 
found out after while probably 
that our people are not such 
fools as reports would have 
them appear to be. 


We do not deny taking up 
serpents as one of the signs 
that follow believers as_ given 
in the sixteenth chapter of St. 
Mark’s Gospel, but we are Care- 
ful that we do not commit pre- 
sumptuous sins in our efforts to 
obey the Bible. Our people live 
close to God and know the lead- 
ings of the Spirit. Jesus says, 
“My sheep hear my voice, and 
J know them, and they follow 
me.” “And a stranger will they 
not follow, but wil] flee from 
him.” 

Iam sorry for the people 
that start such false reports be- 
cause it will come back on 
them sooner or later. “Whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap.” (Gal. 6:7) “Who 
so diggeth a pit shall fall there- 
in: and he that rolleth a_ stone, 
it will return upon him.” (Prov. 
26:27) Poor old Haman made 
a “gallows fifty cubits high” up 
on which to hang Mordecai, but 
himself was hanged _ thereon. 
(Esther 7:10) 


We will not stop our 
obedience to God’s Word be- 
cause false reports are circulat- 
ed. Such reports are thrusts at 
the Church of God, but we go 
on as if they were never told. 
And God is with us. Praise Him!

M, The funeral and burial was 


on Sunday, the fifth, in the 
presence of the largest assem- 
bly of people we had ever wit- 
nessed upon such an occasion.

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For a heading of this subject 
we will quote Paul to the Ephe- 
sians. “Wherein in time past 
ye walked accoiding to the 
course of this world, according 
to the prince of the power of 
the air, the spirit that now 
worketh in the children of dis. 
obedience.” Eph. 2:2. 

Have you ever stopped to 
think about the course of this 
world? This world has a course 
and she igs going this course at 
a rapid, “break neck speed.” 
Paul said it was according to the 
prince of the power of the air, 
that is, he is directing the world 
in its course, he also said It 
was the spirit that now worketh 
in the children of disobedience, 
not has worked, but now work- 
eth, leading them in the course 
of the world. 

Qhedience. Samuel said, “To 
Obey is better than — sacrifice.” 
Some folks will make a_ great 
sacrifice of praise and _ shout 
Jouder than most any one else, 
but if they do not obey the 
teaching’ of God’s Word, what 
does their sacrifice amount to? 
The spirits aie seeking to lay

This article will perhaps en- 
rage and cause some to mock, 
but we like Job have a reason 
to be grieved. One thing Job 
mentioned that is in the course 
of the world was dancing.

While I was holding a meet- 
ing at a certain little town of 
perhaps three hundred inhabit- 
ants, I found they had a danc- 
ing ‘pavilion made and_ the 
young folks were going wild o- 
ver what they said was the 
latest dance and from what 1 
heard it was a ridiculous posi- 
tion. The girl would lay her 
head on the shoulders of the 
young man, he having her in 
his embrace, and their lower 
limbs in a ridiculous _ position. 
Yet, parents will turn their girls 
loose and let them go to such 
places. No wonder Job was 
grieved when he saw this. The 
ball room hag been the down 
fall of thousands of precious 
girls; such parents as well as 
the young people should read 
the book titled, “From the Ball- 
room to Hell.” 


A Mormon elder stated that 
all of their members danced 
and they instructed them to 
dance. The law has _ ‘pinned 
down on them for polygamy, so 
the devil is determined not to 
be defeated in his plans to cap- 
ture the young women so he 
has instituted a nice church 
dance? with them, yet ladened 
with evil concupiscense. Job 
said his complaint wasn’t to 
men for he knew Satan was the 
criginator of this. And as Paul 
said the spirit that worketh in 
the children of disobedience, 
leading them in the course of 
this world, so he was exposing 
Satan. 


Another thing we will men- 
tion, which we find in the 
course of this world and that is 
the mode of dress the world is 
crazed after. You may not see 
it in every locality but as you 
tread up and down the country, 
it is enough to make a_ Job 


_ grieve and every true saint of 


God is grieved, especially when 
they see the young people of 
the church submitting to this 
lustful, wicked, unclean _ spirit 
that worketh in the children of 
disobedience. I see in my 
rounds, that this spirit has suc- 


‘ceeded in getting young ladies|/Own sex and I will! guarantee’ here, the more bright shining 
that these swimming places will 


to have their dresses made just 
‘as low down on their breast as 
they dare to and just as hign. 
up as they dare at the bottom, | 
but some will dare to go a little 
further and put on a split skirt. 
(I suppose that is what they 
call it.) 

It is alarming how tiiis un- 
clean spirit is causing the fair 
sex to expose their person to 
the lustful eye of the ungodly 
opposite sex. O, that the fair 
sex could realize that they 
were created after man was 
created to be a help meet to 
man, to lift him up and not 
drag him down! The most ele- 
vating thing that could come in 
& man’s path is a godly, modest 
woman. I mean gentle and nice 
in her manner and expression, 
dress up to her neck, and down 
to her shoe tops, sleeves to the 
wrist and cloth heavy enough 
that you can tell it is a dress. 
This kind of a woman is ele- 
vating to the man. 

Paul, in writing to Titus, 
said “But speak thou the things 
which become sound doctrine.” 
And some of the sound doctrine 
was that aged women behave 
as becometh holiness. (Holy 
women, margin.) And that the 
aged women teach the young 
women to be sober. The Syriac 
version says to be modest. Tit. 
2:4. 

My Lord! is there any degree 
ot modesty about the way 
women are dressing to-day? 
Aged women! Mothers!! The 
responsibility is on you. 
when you actually submit 
to that proud, lustful, car- 
nal spirit that has captured 
your daughter and will make 
any kind of a dress they want. 

The thing that grieves so is 
that our church girls are sub- 
mitting to this spirit. At a cer- 
tain meeting I was holding one 
time, the meeting was hindered 
on account of the way some ol 
our girls dressed. They were 
very active altar workers, but 
the real settled sainis were 
grieved because of this immod- 
est apparel, when Paul plainly 
says dress in modest apparel. 
A certain man, under deep con- 
viction, was at the altar seek- 
ing God and was ‘praying ear- 
nestly but happened to open his 
eyes and one of those im- 
modestly dressed sisterg was 
bowing over him, one who wore 
a waist that was too low in 
front. The sight so stunned him 
that he arose from the altar 
and refused to go back any 
more and said, “I don’t want 
people praying over n.e thar 
dress like that.” O, woman, you 
don’t know how many men you 
have overthrown by your im: 
modest dress, the devil takes 
advantages of this, for the cap- 
turing of many. 

Another thing 1 will mention 
which I believe is immodesty 
gone to seed, or, in other words, 
gone to the limit of immodesty 
and that is the swimming or 
bathing craze. Thousands are 
flocking to the beaches, lakes, 
rivers, springs and ‘puddle holes 
or any place that half nude girls 
and boys can get into, I passed 
along the beach one day and 
saw men in swimming, they 
were playing, running, jump- 
ing and wrestling with one an- 
other. There wasn't a sign of a 
sleeve in their suit, just a large 
hole that exposed their shoul- 
ders and a portion of their body, 
one might say hardly no legs 
to the suit at all and the great- 
er ‘part of their lower limbs ex- 
posed. The serious part of it 
was, when I got closer I found 
that there were as many women 
as men and they were just as 
bold as the men. The dear girls 
first start out with what they 
call a decent suit, but as they 
continue the practice with half 
nude men and women, they al- 
so lose all shame. Modesty 
means reserved, shamefaced 
etc. When these girls get to the 
place they are not ashamed, 
they are losing their modesty. 
I have heard how some of the 
young men are so nice? They 
delight to teach the girls to 
swim, Of course they have to 
hold them up while they are 
kicking trying to learn to swim 
and some of these very fellows 
are incarnated demons without 
any “breeches” on.

Here comes the Audi- 
torium and Orphanage which 
taay look to some like more 
than we can do, without think- 
ing about another task. But as 
we think of it being God’s work 
and we are His instruments 
through which He works to do 
all the big things, they don’t 
look so big after all. 

We are serving a great God 
and we know Him. “The  peo- 
ple that do know their God 
shall be strong and do exploits.” 
Dan. 11:32. “He is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think, according 
to the power that worketh in 
us.” Eph, 3:20. Let us show 
that we have some power in us 
and not act worldly so God will 
do great things for us. 

There is no use to worry a. 
bout these big things for they 
are good and “no good thing 
wil] He withhold from them 
that walk uprightly.” Psa. 84: 
i1. So they are bound to go o- 
ver the top. 

The something -we wish to 
mention is also a good thing 
and is just as sure to go 
through as it is started and 
pushed for many people are in- 
terested about it already. This 
something is a genera] fund to 
be held at headquarters and 
under the supervision of the 
General Overseer and the board 
of elders, for members who 
have had misfortunes, such as 
sickness and death, especially 
for widows and orphans who 
have had to give up husband 
and father and left without 
anything to bear the funeral 
expences and suppuit them 
until they can find some way 





to make their support. 
But some may say that the 





there are many mothers who 
wil} die in their tracks trying to 
support their children before 


this, there is enough children 
that have neither father nor 
mother to fill the orphanage to 
its capacity, if it is ever so 
large. There are and will be 
many mothers who with a litt 
help could support their children 
and keep them at home with 
her until they are large enough 
tc support themselves and then 
they would care for her when 
she is old. But if they were tak- 
en away from mother when they 
were young and brought up 
without her tender love and 
care, when they are older they 
will not honor and love her as 
they should, not being cared for 
and taught by her while young. 
“Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it.” 
Prov. 22:6. 

Many of our people are carry- 
ing insurance policies that cost 
them from ten cen‘s to twenty 
cents per week that will only 
give them a death benefit of 
from $250 to $500. Then if 
they get sick and miss one pay- 
ment their policy is null and 
void, nu matter how much mon 
ey they have paid the insur- 
ance company. They show no 
mercy, They are out for the 
money and have no love for 
widowg and orphans. When- 
ever peop'e ave paying their 
money to such compan’es, they 
are just helping to make them 
rich and giving them their 
hard earnings to gamble with 
and heap treasures together 
for the last days to defraud the 
poor. The Lord is not pleased 
with this but people feel like 
they need the protection. Let 
us have some proiection for 
them and keep their money in 
a good use, 

The Assembly Minutes show 

that we have 12,340 members 
and every member could give 
ten cents a week to a fund that 
would give them protection. If 
we would give ten cents a week 
it would amount to $5.20 a 
year, multiply this by the num- 
ber of members and we have 
$64,168.00 a year, then we 
note that our’ people’ are 
not dying so rapidly since 
we have a God that heals, 
and new membe's are being 
added to the number all along: 
We would soon Fave a _ fund 
that would enable us to see 
that our people are helped in 
time of need. After this fund 
has increased, our people who 
borrow from ban:s and loan 
companies to farm and to 
do other business with, could 
borrow from this fund and let 
the interest they pay the banks 
help to increase the fund, in- 
stead of making men of the 
world richer. 
Then the Lord woulda bless 
our people more in business life 
as well as spiritually becaus» 
their money would be helping 
to support His cause. May the 
Lord help us to thnk fast and 
get this started by next Assem- 
bly any way.
